REMARKABLE BRAVERY.

To a gentleman who spent some of the 


best years of his life in Brazil, we are in- :

An intelligent parent can, with 
very little trouble and no expense, 
have a valuable and interesting 
life’s history of each child by keep- 
ing a diary in which is jotted down 
the little events of childhood as 
they occur and allowing it to keep 
it up for itself after it learns to} 
write.

The hardest thing te do is to 
close up the record when a little 
life dreps out and the entry must 
be made that after days and nights 
~f watching and battling with dis- 
ease or fever the last breath is 
drawn and the sweet eyes are 
closed forever. It is a hard line to 
write and oftener the little volume 
with many of its pages blank is 
laid away in some secret and 
precious spot where it is safe from 
common usage. But “Finis” is 
not always written thus, and it is 
easy to see how material of inesti- 
-mable value might be accumulated 
and preserved. It could do no harm 
and might do great good. Every 
one’s life is important to him or

A Practical Test of the Effect of 
Electricity on Vegetation. 

A GazerTer reporter was called into 
a neighboring cottage this morning to 
witness the result of a new and what 
|may prove to be an important dis- 
covery. It isa simple device by means 
of which, it is claimed, all manner of 
house plants can be induced to grow as 
luxuriantly in doors as out. While 
the growing of vigorous and luxuriant 
house plants may of itself be of little 
service to mankind, ‘the principle by 
which this result is accomplishcd may 
be the key that shall lead scientists to 
other much greater and more valuable 
discoveries. It is a well-known fact 
that plants and shrubs grown in pots, 
though provided with an abundance ol 
soil, moisture, sunlight and air, are 
much more feeble than the same shrub 
grown in the n air and permitted 
to draw its vigor from mother 
earth. With all the surroundings ap- 
parently equal the life of the out door 
plant is vigorous and joyful, while its 
counterpart in doors, with an apparent 

rotest, is struggling for an existence. 

tvidently with the conditions of the 
house plant some element in nature is 
lacking. Efforts tosolve the mystery 
lead to the alleged discovery above 
mentioned. The plant lacked direct 
communication with the fountain of 
all life—the earth, and this is sup- 
plied by means of a small copper wire, 
one end of which is placed in the 
ground and the other in the bottom of 
the jar or vessel Lolding the plant, a 
ground wire, as the telegraphers call 
it. The experiment was first tried 
upon an orange tree growing in a large 
keg, and the discoverer declares tliat 
within a week after placing the ground 
wire in position the tree forsook its 
seeming protest, assumed a brighter 
green and has ever since grown with 
tropical vigor. He has since applied 
the principle to a variety of other 
plants with like happy results. There 
is no patent on this discovery, and any 
one is at liberty to try it.
